A great day, the birthday of the Church, 
Whitsunday the birthday of the missionary work of 
the Church, the day on which the Holy 
Spirit came with overwhelming power to the disciples! 


The Church asks us this year to signalize the day by 
two offerings. 


The first is the offering of ourselves. The Forward 
Movement, which has been guiding our thought and 
prayers since Ashwednesday to the meaning of dis- 
cipleship, now asks us to sum up these thoughts and 
prayers on this great day by a rededication of ourselves 
to Christ. Every Christian is in baptism dedicated to 

Christ; his life is given up to discipleship. Every con- 
- firmed Christian has, upon coming to “years of discre- 
tion,” rededicated his life to Christ. He has “surrender- 
ed” himself to God, taken Christ as his Master. Every 
Christian has, in public worship, made this same sur- 
render again and yet again. In our own Church every 
communicant, as he comes to the altar to receive the 
Holy Communion, has, through the word of the priest, 
given himself again to God. “And here we offer and 
present unto thee ourselves, our souls and bodies,” we 
pray. 

But alas, this surrender of ourselves is so many times 
a very perfunctory kind of thing. We want to be identi- 
fied with the Church. We do honestly think we believe 
that Christ’s way of life is the way. We are quite sure 
that if all men lived as Christ would have us live the 
world would be a better place. We would like to see 
nations as well as men behave like Christians. 


But when it comes to translating these somewhat 
vague beliefs into action we hesitate and step back. 
We are lukewarm in our devotion, half-hearted in our 
love, pretty fairly vague in the matter of ideals, not at 
all ready to act as if we have in Studert-Kennedy’s lan- 
guage “Bet our lives on Jesus Christ.” 

But the offering of ourselves to God does mean just 
exactly that. It means as the Oxford Groups are tell- 
ing us so earnestly today, a life of absolutes—honesty, 

urity, unselfishness, love. It means that my time be- 
ongs to God, and my work belongs to God, and my 
home belongs to God, and my money belongs to God. 
I have offered myself, my soul and body. I am His. 


Now the Forward Movement does not ask us to do 
anything more on Whitsunday than we as Christians 
really mean to do every day. What it asks is that we 
think this all through and then for our own sake and 


for God and the Church, we consciously, with clear 
thought of what it means, give ourselves again. 

And the second offering we are asked to make on 
Whitsunday is, compared with the offering of our- 
selves a very trivial thing. The Church in the Diocese 
asks us to make a supplementary offering of a few 
thousand dollars, so that our diocesan work may con- 
tinue to go forward. Sometimes people talk as if money 
and spiritual things were poles apart. They are not. 
When a man has given (really given) himself he has 
given his money, his time, his whole life. He has al- 
ready given his money—and such an offering as we 
are asked to make is only the Church saying to him: 
“This money of yours which is now God’s, have you a 
part of it to help the Church now? We know you want 
to help. Here is a real need.” The Church does not beg. 
The Church does not bully and push and importune. 
The Church merely points directions. But it is all part 
of the spiritual matter of giving ourselves. 

A great day is Whitsunday. Let us make it greater 
by the real regiving of ourselves to God. 


Before another issue of The Pacific Church- 
Asilomar man the Asilomar Conference will be held. 

The announcement of detail in connection 
with it appears in another part of this paper but I want 
to add a special emphasis to the formal notices. 


In the first place, for everyone the Conference of- 
fers a fine opportunity for study of many of the impor- 
tant matters which must be constantly in the thought 
of Christian people. All serious-minded Christians un- 
derstand that we can not meet the manifold questions 
which life today raises without turning to God for His 
guidance and finding through Christ the right inter- 
pretation of life. Summer conferences are relatively 
new things but they have won their way into the heart 
of the Church because they offer precisely the help 
that we need. 

This year the Conference program contains many 
helpful features. It is particularly worth-while to note 
that Bishop Remington is to be there to lead us in our 
morning assembly and in the fellowship of the rest of 
the day his fine and consecrated enthusiasm and his 
clear insight into the meaning of Christian life. Please 
look at the date and consider your schedule and come 
if you can possibly make it. 

There is one feature of the Conference this year of 
especial importance to the clergy. We have been com- 
pelled to put it a week earlier than we had planned 
but that brings it into June and a little out of the ordi- 
nary vacation time for the clergy. That is all to the 
good, for many of the clergy have felt that vacation 
ought to take them further away from their regular 
work than the Conference program permits. This date 
gives such a chance to come without intruding upon 
their vacation time. The main work of the Conference 
begins on Monday and from practically anywhere in 
the Diocese it would be possible for the clergy to come 
without leaving their morning services on Sunday and 
it is not difficult to make arrangements for a substitute 
in the evening. I trust we shall have a much larger 
attendance than usual from the clergy.

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Church of St. James the Apostle, Oakland 
By E. H. Francis 


This church, once the Church of the Advent, is one 
of the oldest churches in Oakland, being seventy-seven 
years old this month. It was started in a private house 
June 27, 1858, with evening prayer and sermon by the 
Rev. Benjamin Akerly, D. D., then rector of St. John’s 
Church, Oakland. There were twenty people present 
but from that time it had a wonderful growth and in 
three years it had a church all paid for and consecrated 
as the Church of the Advent by the Rt. Rev. William 
Ingraham Kip, the first Episcopal Bishop of California. 
The present church, at Twelfth avenue and Foothill 
boulevard, was built in 1887 and in 1897, being entirely 
free from debt, was consecrated by Bishop Nichols. It 
had become one of the largest and most influential 
churches in Oakland. 


The church is of Gothic architecture, not outwardly 
retentious but of much interior beauty — with its 
ofty, groined ceiling, its handsome memorial windows 

and its many other fitting and beautiful memorials to 
those who have passed away. For many years it was a 
great and flourishing church with not a few able men 
among its rectors. But the years take their toll, congre- 
ations scatter and dwindle and at last it was left to a 
ew essa ones to keep the old church open and at 
work. 


Then in 1926 the Rev. W. H. G. Battershill came to 
St. Philip’s Church of the Fruitvale district and, being 
a man of modern outlook, after looking over the field 
carefully he thought it might be the better part of wis- 
dom to construct one strong church out of two weak 
ones. With the acquiescence of all concerned and the 
powers that be the two parishes became one under the 
name of the Church of St. James the Apostle and the 
smaller church became St. Philip’s Chapel. Mr. Batters- 
hill has been our rector from that time and under his 
ministrations began the forward movement in this 
sry and he surely has kept us forwarding ever since. 

ant of a prohibits telling of all the improve- 
ments made during the following years, both in the 
church building and in its many organizations. The 
vestry, clubs, guilds, societies and so forth have all 
harmonized in good and effective work and we have a 
competent organist, Mrs. Elma H. Battershill, and a 
volunteer choir of which we are justly proud. 

During May the S. J. Club, thirteen of them includ- 
ing the rector and junior warden, Mr. J. Arthur Petty, 
brightened up the parish hall with several coats of 
paint. They worked from 7.30 p. m. to 1:00 a. m., while 
the rector’s wife and ladies of the club cheered them 
on with plenty of good things to eat. Then a new piano 
was bought and installed in the hall and during the 
following week a fine piano was given to Mrs. Batters- 
hill by Miss L. Ash, to be used wherever she saw fit. It 
was placed in the social hall of St. Philip’s Chapel. Mrs. 
Battershill is forward in every good work and is most 
generous to all. 


On Sunday, May 19, the church had a sort of “Hands 
across the sea” service in recognition of the silver jubi- 
lee of King George V. The church was brilliant with 
banners of the two nations. Many members of British 
societies of Oakland were present and the Hon. A. C. 
Charlton, consul-general at San Francisco, took part in 
the service. There was a large congregation, the rec- 
tor’s sermon being worthy of the occasion. Special 
jubilee music was rendered by the choir. 


Tuesday evening, May 28, Uda Waldrop of San 
Francisco, gave a delightful organ recital at the church, 
assisted by the well-known baritone, Austin Sperry, 
with several fine solos and by the church choir in its 


best manner. Mr. Waldrop when a boy began his musi- 
cal career playing on this same organ. It was thor- 
oughly reconstructed a few years ago and he again 
played on it. Lately its further reconstruction has been 
carried out in memory of the late Joseph Stalder, long 
a well-known worker and benefactor of the church. 
Again Mr. Waldrop kindly lent his talent for the dedi- 
catory service which was conducted by the rector. 


During the years since the merger of the churches 
there has been a steady and constant growth in the 
congregations, many of the former worshippers have 
come back and many new ones have been added. Espe- 
cially was this noticeable during the Lenten season and 
at Easter, both at the midday service at St. James and 
the sunrise service at St. Philip’s Chapel—proving that . 
the idea of the merger was a correct one and well 
carried out. 


St. Mark’s Mission, San Leandro

Development of a Church mission within a metro- 
politan area where many established churches are lo- 
cated is a task with many difficult problems attached 
to it.

At these services, the Rev. James Malloch, the 
vicar of the Hayward church, conducted the com- 
munion service and will continue to administer the 
Holy Eucharist on the second Sunday of each month. 
Mr. Maxey will be minister to the congregation. 

Establishment of St. Mark’s Mission three years ago 
resulted from the activities of a small group of 
women who felt that San Leandro was a community 
large enough to support an Episcopal church, even 
though other denominations were well represented. 
Perhaps the chief desire of this small band of women 
was to provide a Church School for their children, 
within walking distance of their homes. The closest 
church was located at Hayward, five miles away. 


A Ladies Guild was organized on May 17, 1932, at 
the residence of Mrs. J. B. Flennor, 594 Broadmoore 
boulevard, with the Rev. Ernest Potter Runnells in 
charge. This meeting was followed by a reception on 
May 25 for Archdeacon Porter, Dean Battershill and 
the Rev. Mr.. Runnells. At this reception mission of- 
ficers were named. 


The mission activities at this time were confined to 
Guild meetings twice a month and Church School 
classes at the home of Mr. and Mrs. N. Medhurst. 
Under these limited circumstances the mission throve. 
On August 14, 1932, the first baptism was held at the 
residence of Mrs. Flennor. On September 11 twelve 
people were confirmed for St. Mark’s Mission at 
Trinity Church. August 15, 1932, the house at 346 
Herma court was rented for church services. A large 
room across the front of the building was used as the 
body of the church, with an altar constructed at one 
end. The dining room became the choir section and 
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also, together with a room in the rear, was used for 
the Church School. 

The first parish dinner was held January 17, 1933. 
On February 7 the first delegates were elected to the 
Diocesan Convention. By May 7, the end of the first 
year of activities, St. Mark’s Mission was well under 
way and the program of activities was enlarged. Un- 
der the care of the Rev. James Malloch, who became 
vicar of the church at Hayward in September, 1934, 
the mission in San Leandro continued to grow. He 
was assisted by Mr. Lloyd Cornwell until May 1 of 
this year. 

The mission discovered that people could not be 
attracted to church activities when the church home 
itself was so unattractive and located in such an out- 
of-the-way corner of the residential district. The con- 
gregation had done as much as could be expected un- 
der the circumstances. The Church School had grown 
to an enrollment of forty-one children, with five 
teachers. A Girls’ Friendly Society had been organ- 
ized. A boys’ choir, under direction of Mrs. E. Hard- 
wick and Mrs. McKinney, was doing nicely. All these 
activities were being carried on in a five-room house. 

Situated in a growing community which boasts a 
population of 13,000, St. Mark’s Mission has decided 
to grow and take a place in the community to which 
it is entitled.

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Church of St. James the Apostle, Oakland 
By E. H. Francis 


This church, once the Church of the Advent, is one 
of the oldest churches in Oakland, being seventy-seven 
years old this month. It was started in a private house 
June 27, 1858, with evening prayer and sermon by the 
Rev. Benjamin Akerly, D. D., then rector of St. John’s 
Church, Oakland. There were twenty people present 
but from that time it had a wonderful growth and in 
three years it had a church all paid for and consecrated 
as the Church of the Advent by the Rt. Rev. William 
Ingraham Kip, the first Episcopal Bishop of California. 
The present church, at Twelfth avenue and Foothill 
boulevard, was built in 1887 and in 1897, being entirely 
free from debt, was consecrated by Bishop Nichols. It 
had become one of the largest and most influential 
churches in Oakland. 


The church is of Gothic architecture, not outwardly 
retentious but of much interior beauty — with its 
ofty, groined ceiling, its handsome memorial windows 

and its many other fitting and beautiful memorials to 
those who have passed away. For many years it was a 
great and flourishing church with not a few able men 
among its rectors. But the years take their toll, congre- 
ations scatter and dwindle and at last it was left to a 
ew rag ones to keep the old church open and at 
work.

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Grace Cathedral Notes

In the absence of the Bishop the Dean read a com- 
munication which we have added to this account of the 
service: 

“My Dear Friends: I deeply regret that an engage- 
ment made over a year ago takes me East and prevents 
my being in the Cathedral on the happy and significant 
occasion in which you who are American citizens join 
with the others who owe their allegiance to King 

-George in commemorating the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of his accession to the throne. All the world hon- 
ors his majesty for the quiet nobility with which he 
has embodied the spirit and purposes of the great Brit- 
ish commonwealth of nations during these past critical 
and searching years. It has brought new lustre to the 
throne of Britain. We who are American citizens can 
not, however, join in this commemorative thanksgiv- 
ing without further thought of the significance of the 
ties which bind the great English-speaking nations of 
the world. Such services as this witness to the funda- 
mental unity of our view of life and help us to realize 
the great service which ever closer ties between our 
peoples may bring to the world and its peace and the 
development of those institutions which will ultimately 
bring men out of their present insecurities to a law- 
governed family of nations. Thousands of miles away 
I shall yet join with you in prayers of thanksgiving on 
this memorable occasion. Yours faithfully, Edward L. 
Parsons, Bishop of the Diocese of California.”

Cathedral Notes 


On Wednesday afternoon, May 29, following the an- 
nual meeting of the Chapter of Grace Cathedral, the 
Bishop of the Diocese, assisted by the Dean dedicated 
the “love” window in memory of William S. Miller and 
his beloved wife, Mary Elizabeth Miller.

“steadfastness,” “meekness” and “faith.”

Seventy-seven persons of St. Paul’s Parish, Oakland, 
were presented to Bishop Parsons for confirmation in 
the church during May—making a total for the year 
of 80, of whom 15 were men, 23 women and the rest 
young people.

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Another Open Letter 
Editor, The Pacific Churchman. 


Dear Sir: Several clergymen and others have asked 


me to follow up with further comments my open 
letter which appeared in last December’s issue of The 
Pacific Churchman. After receiving four months ago 
more than 135 suggestions and attempting to put 
some of them into effect I have come to certain con- 
clusions: 

First, we need a new type of organization in parish 
work or new methods of conducting old organiza- 
tions. It is encouraging to know that others have been 
working on this problem, including Bishop Reming- 
ton. The Bishop will both describe and demonstrate 
his plan of conducting fellowship groups at the 
Asilomar Conference, June 23-29. 

Having had correspondence with Bishop Reming- 
ton and knowing something of his proposals I can not 
do other than urge my brother clergymen to attend 
the Asilomar Conference. Men, women and young 
people in our parishes and missions who want to be 
more effective persons themselves and to see their 
church doing more effective work should make every 
effort to go to Asilomar this month. 

In a recent letter Bishop Remington wrote: “I am 
sure that we will not get anywhere in our Forward 
Movement unless we develop some way of stimulat- 
ing group fellowship within each parish.” 

Secondly, these group fellowships may be a potent 
factor in meeting four specific needs in Church work 
today: (1) the continued education of young people 
and adults in the religion of Jesus Christ and the 
Church; (2) providing every community with teach- 
ers of stronger Christian conviction in our public and 
Church schools; (3) training persons to work with 
the clergy in calling on others and in winning others 
to become active Christians and Church workers; (4) 
developing a program that will enable us to appeal 
for more financial support, with assistance from per- 
sons who are not contributors at present. 

These are a few of the possibilities that I see in 
this plan of vitalizing the Church’s message and re- 
invigorating its life and work. The more clergymen, 
laymen and women who go to Asilomar from June 
23 to 29 the greater will be the benefits that we our- 
selves receive to pass on to others.

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A Living Pentecost 


From “Pentecost—A Renewal of Power,” by the Rev. 
Dr. B. H. Bruner 

“We must never forget that the Church was born 
as a result of words written on the hearts of men and 
not as a result of the written words which are recorded 
as those of Jesus on the pages of the New Testament. 
A study of Pentecost from this point of view will, | 
think, help the Church to meet some of the conditions 


which it faces in its attempt to interpret Jesus and his | 


message to our age. There are many currents of 
thought running through our age and all of them, more 
or less, cut their way across the Christian message. 
But more dangerous than any currents of thought, 
than any purely intellectual atheism, is that type of 
living, of practical atheism, which has taken possession 
of thousands of people both within and without the 
Church. TRe line of demarcation between the Christian 
and the non-Christian was never more faint and uncer- 
tain than it is in the Twentieth Century. The way in 
‘which the average Christians live does not put them 
in much danger of persecution from the world. When 
the enemies of the Church make their plans they gen- 
erally count upon the spirit of indifference which pre- 
vails among Christians and the willingness of many of 
them to compromise their religion when it is likely to 
interfere with business, or with social or political am- 
bitions, as one of their most valuable assets. In other 
words, the Church faces the serious problem of trying 
to interpret the life and message of Jesus Christ to an 
age in which those who are his professed followers 
seem absolutely unaware of the fact that he ever made 
any ethical and moral demands upon them. Now, there 
was a day in the history of Christianity when Chris- 
-tians were different, when to be a Christian meant to 
be severely persecuted at the hands of the world. A 
study of Pentecost, and of the time when those who 
rofessed to be disciples of Jesus Christ lived like his 
lallowers should live, ought to help the Church recap- 
ture that reality and genuineness in its message and 
life that alone can make it powerful in the world.” 


Chapel of the Chimes 


The Chapel of the Chimes of the California Cre- 
matorium which has been one of The Pacific Church- 
man’s advertisers for many years, has announced 
a complete rebuilding of its middle chapel, under 
Julia Morgan’s direction. The chapel will be com- 
pletely redesigned and rebuilt, so that it will appear 
entirely new. The chancel, a lovely tryptic in the old 
manner, has been installed and painted after designs 
from France. Miss Julia Morgan, the architect, is now 
in Italy, where she has selected a number of beautiful 
objects of art to dignify the chapel. A new two- 
manual pipe organ has been installed, about forty 
stops and a fine set of chimes. The side aisles will be 
conservatory gardens and there will be many foun- 
tains. A new system of lighting and comfort and pri- 
vacy in the family room is being arranged. The chapel 
is expected to be dedicated in about thirty days. 


_ Slow but steady progress of the Church’s mission is 
evident in many places, notably in the establishment of 
a new diocese in West Africa, known as Gambia, for 
which Bishop Daly, former vicar of Airedale, in En- 
ene, was being consecrated almost at the hour Canon 
addy was speaking on May 1. Further progress is 
indicated by increase in numbers, conspicuously in 
Dornakal, where 12,000 were baptized in the year and 
where an assistant, Bishop Elliott, has just been pro- 
vided to aid Bishop Azariah in the enormous work of 
that Diocese. |

. Virginia Theological Seminary spent last summer, at 


his own expense, in the missionary district of the To- 
hoku, Japan. The young man, William F. Draper, 
learned the need for more missionaries and also that 
funds were lacking for their support. He has since se- 
cured a fund of $15,000 to cover all expenses for five 
years—including salary, travel, outfit, rent and pension 
premium. The National Council has approved his ap- 
pointment. He expects to be married soon.
